THE NEW BRIGHTON LIFE-BOAT. 
Tue Royal National Life-Boat Institution being 
a noble association we are all proud of, it isa 

leasure to hear of each fresh presentation of a 
ife-boat by public-spirited persons to the In- 
stitution which our Queen and Princes worthily 
encourage. A notable presentation of this kind 
took place at Brighton on St. Valentine's Day, 
and is the subject of our front Illustration. In 
place of the Robert Raikes life-boat, which 
has been stationed some years at Brighton, the 
new life-boat, “Sunlight No. 2," presented to 
the Royal National Life- Boat Institution by 
Messrs. Lever Brothers, of the Sunlight Soap 
Works, Warrington, was, on the 14th inst., 
launched on Brighton beach. ‘Ihe handsome 
boat had been lying some days at the railway 
station, and was conveyed thence to the beach, a 
procession being formed by the local Coastguards, 
a company of the Naval Volunteers (under 
Captain Fry), and the band of the Brighton 
Artillery Volunteers. At noon the ceremony 
took place. The Mayor (Alderman Martin) pre- 
sided, those present including the Rev. Prebendary 
Hannah (Vicar of Brighton), Alderman Cox 
(chairman of the local branch of the Royal 
National Life-Boat Institution), Mr. Grahame 
(Inspector of Life-boats), Mr. W. Young Robin- 
son (representative of Messrs. Lever Brothers, at 
Warrington), Mr. W. R. Wood, and Mr. C. G. 
Heathcote. The Mayor first called on Mr. 
Robinson, representing Messrs. Lever Brothers, 
to make the presentation, which he did in a few 
well-chosen words. Mr. Grahame, for the 
National Life-Boat Institution, accepted the gift 
with sincere thanks, and handed it over to the 
committee of the local branch. The ceremony 
of launching the boat was then proceeded with, 
prayer being first offered up by the Rev. J. J. 
Hannah. ‘The buoyant boat in blue dashed 
boldly into the sea in the manner pictured by 
our Artist; and, should any shipwrecked mariners 
unhappily chance to be in distress within reach 
of Brighton, we have no doubt the smart crew of 
** Sunlight No. 2” will soon comfort them by 
the welcome gleam of her white and blue colours, 
and bring them safely into harbour. 


INDIAN BAPTISM IN MANCHESTER. 
On Saturday last, at St. Clement’s, Ordsall-lane, 
Manchester, there was a large congregation, on 
the occasion of the baptism of the daughter of 
Little Chief, who is a sub-chief of the Ogallala 
tribe of Sioux. The mother’s name is Good Robe. 
Her first-born child died in London when Buffalo 
Bill was performing there, and this one was born 
in the Manchester Wild West camp on the 3rd 
inst. The Rev. J. J. Scott officiated, Buffalo Bill 
interpreting the service. The child's name is to 
be Over the Sea among the tribe, but its baptismal 
name was Frances Victoria Alexandra. Mr. and 
Mrs. Gardiner, of Salford, and Mrs. Whittaker, 
were the godparents. The father, and the whole 
of the male Indians in camp, attended in war 
costume. A special chant was sung by the 
Indians present. Four chiefs, named Red Shirt, 
Eagle Heart, Little Bull, and Blue Horse, have 
presented the infant with a gift of ponies, in 
accordance with the custom of their country.

MASSING OF RUSSIAN TROOPS. 


A Times’ correspondent writes from Odessa, 
Feb. 13: — *' Merchants erience much dif- 
ficulty in having their goods forwarded by the 
South- Western and by the St. Petersburg- 
Warsaw Railways. The movements of troops 
towards Bialostock, Brest - Litovski, and the 
Galician frontier have brought all the spare 
waggons into requisition, and it is next to im- 
possible to have merchandise transmitted in the 
western parts of Russia with any degree of 
promptitude. This is evidence enough that the 
massing of troops on the western frontier still 
continues. The garrisons in Bessarabia are also 
being strengthened; large reinforcements have 
been sent to Bender and Kischenev. The author- 
ities here and the newspapers are anxious to 
explain that military movements on the western 


frontier are at present quiescent. This is not so; 


there is gradually a strong second line being 
formed behind the frontier army.”

OUR GALLANT VOLUNTEERS.

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MILITARY TRAINING AT HYTHE. 


GENERAL Lord  WorsgtEv on Friday, the 
17th inst., presided at a large meeting held in the 
Royal United Service Institution, where Colonel 
J. F. Maurice, R.A. (Professor of Military Art 
and History, Staff College, and clever son of the 
late Rev. F. D. Maurice), lectured on the 
“Advantages of a Simple Drill Nomenclature 
Consistent for All Arms." ‘The interest of the 
lecture was heightened by the advocacy, by 
eminent officers, of changes in the system of 
drill of the Army, and by announcements made 
by the chairman that important changes were 
pending in this direction. In this important 
matter, and in the equally essential subject of 
military marksmanship, Lord Wolseley is known 
to take the deepest interest. As regards rifle- 
shooting, his Lordsnip will doubtless have some- 
thing fresh to say when he takes the chair next 
Tuesday night at the annual dinner of the North 
London Rifle Club, of which Lord Wolseley 
is the zealous President, at the Holborn 
Restaurant. 

‘The drawing we give of a Sham-Fight at Hythe 
shows that our troops are well exercised in the 
art of war. A large proportion of the officers 
and men of our Army now go through the two 
months' course at the Hythe School of Musketry. 
No better site, probably, could be found for the 
purpose. The bullets rain harmlessly on miles 
of barren shingle, which has been collected here 
by the current sweeping around Dungeness 
Point. Alongside the verge of the plain, beneath 
the hills, runs the Military Canal, which was 
made by Pitt's Government, with the martello 
towers on the coast, for its defence against 
Napoleon's projected invasion of England. 

The supposition of some such improbable 
foreigm attack on our shores was the idea of the 
field-day represented in the Sketch. Battles, 
however, at Hythe have not always been so 
bloodless as this was. In the crypt of the old 
church are six hundred skulls, ranged in it in 
grinning rows, supposed to be the remains of an 
adventurous army of Danes who paid the penalty 
of their lives for their hardihood in attacking our 
Saxon ancestors in the distant past. But the 
present field-day had only for its object to test the 
effect with which dummiesrepresentingmen would 
be hit when fired at by infantry and the machine- 
guns (lately adopted by our Government) in carry- 
ing out an attack in the orthodox manner. The 
enemy, who were supposed to have landed troops 
and guns, and to have entrenched themselves in 
front of the martello tower to protect a dis- 
embarkation, were represented by rows of targets 
the size of a man’s head and shoulders, as shown 
to the left of our Illustration. Our troops, 
hastily collected from the neighbourhood, were 
assembled to oppose the enemy’s advance, and 
were formed up in three divisions—the fighting- 
line, the s rts, and the reserves—and all 
hidden in a hollow to the right. Every man 
being in the fighting-line, bayonets were fixed, 
and the trenches were carried with a cheer, and 
the cuemy driven back to his boats. An air of 
reality was given to the attack by men who had 
expended their cartridges remaining where they 
were, on the ground, as if wounded. The 
greater part of the dummies were full of bullet- 
holes; and the enemy's gunners, who had been 
standing up, were di away from their guns 
by the storm of fire. Lord Wolseley was present 
during the attack, and expressed hi much 
pleased with the manner in which it was 
carried out.
